Business Bodies’ Amendments 
for Presentation to City 
Assembly, ~ 


A committee representing the business 
organizations of the city expects to lay 
before the Municipal Assembly Friday 
the amended bill proposing to give the 
McKinley system the right to enter St. 
Louis. The passage of the bill before 


the close of the present session will be 
urged. 

At a meeting Thursday of the busl- 
ness men's conference, formed last week 
to consider the bill, many amendments 
to the original measure were approved 
These amendments were reported to the 
conference by a committee of five ap- 
pointed for the purpose at the last 
ineeting. James E. Smith is chairman 
of this committee. 

One change limits the carrying of ex- 
press to the kinds ordinarilv carried 
by express companies. Express cars 
must be closed and the carrying of 
livestock and coal is prohibited. 


Limitation of Rates. 

Other amendments provide for a 5- 
cent fare from §t. Louis to Granite 
City, and regulate the tolls for freight 
and passengers over the proposed Mc- 
Kinley Bridge, fixing lower rates than 
those of the Dads Bridge. 

The charge for foot passengers is 
fixed at 3 cents; one-horse vehicles, 
‘15 cents; two-horse vehicles, 20 cents; 
three-horse vehicles, 30 cents; four- 
herse vehicles, 40 .cents. 

Restrictions are made ih the wire 
privileges of the road and a clause 
inserted providing that the company 
shall pay property 
line for any damages resulting from 
the building ef the road. It is further 
proviced that the company shall for- 
feit the franchise if the bridge is not 
built In five years; that a bond of $100,- 
000 to guarantee the building of the 
bridge he furnished to the city, and 
that the acceptance bond be made $50, - 
000 instead of $26,000. The city’s com- 
pensation is increased to $5000 a year 
for the first five years, $7500 for the 
next 15 vears and $10,000 for the re- 
maining 3%). years of the life of the 
franchise.

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THE BOILING SUN. 
A study of the Encyclopedia Britannica, article 
“Sun,” tends to dispel any alarm in regard to the 
big sun spot described in Thursday’s Post-Dispatch. 
In 1851 the sun showed a “spot” 140,000 miles 





they could be plainly seen through the telescope. 

Sun spots are supposed to be caused by a partial 
cooling of a mass of matter’high up in the atmos- 
phere of the sun. This mass falls into the main 
body of the giant sphere, sometimes being absorbed’ 
quietly, but at other times producing what we may 
call a splash which causes an up-rush of fiery mate- 
rial and gas. Such up-rushes of incandescent mate- 
rial have been seen. to travel at a speed of 250 miles 
g second, to a distance from the sun’s surface of 
400,000 miles. As, under the law of conservation of 
energy, the heat produced by this disturbance is 
equivalent to the motion exhibited in the disturb- 
ance, the sun has not lost anything by the appear- 
ance and disappearance of the “spot.” 

As the nearest planet—Mercury—is 36,000,000 
miles from the Sun, even such boilings up of its in- 
ternal fires may not appreciably affect that planet, 
and there is no reason why they should disturb us. 
Sun spots are not uncommon. Indeed, innumera- 
ble small ones exist all the time. They are spots, 
specks, granulations, and pores—all indicating activ-

the last century was the establishment of the Liberal—a literary journal 
planned by Lord Byron in Itaty conjointly with Shelley and Leigh Hunt, 
who were then with him there, but to be published in London, with Hunt as ed- 
itor. The consultation took place at Leghorn, a aveek before Shelley was drowned 
in the Gulf of Spezia. The Liberal was started in the summer of 1822, but only 
four numbers were issued, the first of these containing Byron’s great satire, ‘“I'nhe 
Vision of Judgment,’’ two years before the poet's death. ,leigh Hunt had ten 
years earlier set out on his journalistic Career in the Examiner, established by 
his brother, in which appeared some of his most noteworthy sonnets, His most 
important writing was in the Indicator, in the Companion, and in the Talker—"“A 
Daily Journal of Literature and the Stage,” lasting during two years, and writ- 
ten almost entirely by himself.

PULPIT CRITIC ASSAILED 


Rev. Josephus Stephan’s Broad 
Assertion Resented at 
State Convention. 


Spiritualism as a panacea for race 

suicide and domestic infelicity is rec- 
ommended by Miss Elizabeth Harlow of 
Columbus, O., an ordained minister of 
Spiritualism. Miss Harlow addressed 
the concluding session of the convention 
of the State Progressive Spiritualists’ 
Association, Thursday night at the 
Temple, 3015 Pine street. 
- The majority of the 65,000 divorces last 
year, the speaker asserted, were among 
the “Four Hundred,’’ not among tne 
followers of Spiritualism or the work- 
ing classes who earn less than % a 
day. Money, she said, is an incentive 
to bad morals. For the raising of in- 
tellectual giants, rather than ‘‘moral 
‘lepers, thieves and physical giants,” she 
said, try Spiritualism. 

Messages from the spirit world were 
delivered by Mrs. Laura M. Jones and 
Mrs. E. B. Price, St. Louis mediums. 
Mrs. Jones read a message for a woman 
who, she said, had never visited the 
temple before. Spirits told her that the 
husband of this woman died from a4 
surgical operation, through mistakes of 
physicians. Then she pointed ovt the 
woman, who sat on a front seat, ac- 
companied by Mrs. Laura Curtis, an- 
other medium. 

Mrs. Curtis verified the reading of 
her sister medium by declaring that the 
stranger had come from Scranton, Pa., 
the day before to attend the burial of 
her husband here. Mrs. Curtis would 
not give the name of her friend. 

Paul McArthur was inaugurated pres- 
ident of the association. He declared 
that “spirit rappings’’ were a _ familiar 
phenomenon in the home of John Wes- 
ley, founder of Methodism. He assert- 
ed that the spirit of Wesley condemned 
modern Methodism. His address was 
partly in answer to a declaration from 
the pulpit last Sunday by Rev. Josephus 
Stephan of the Shaw Avenue M. E. 
(church, that all Spiritualism is false. 

Other officers were elected as follows: 
Vice-president, Mrs. E. B. Price; secre- 
tary, H. R. Gates; treasurer, Mrs. Klara 
T. Hary; Board of Trustees, Mrs, G. 
C. Stephens, Mrs. Laura M. Jones, Dr. 
E. H. Green, Rev. J. B. .Bates and Dr. 
O..D. Whittier. All reside in St. Louis 
except Mrs. Stephens; who is from 
Kansas City. 

Rev. Mr. Bates was ordained at the 
afternoon session, which was in charge 
of the First Colored Spiritualist So- 
ciety. 


CAR HOUR. LATE 
CAOWO AODE FRE 


After Long Wait Passengers 
Refused to Pay and Were 
Not Ejected. 


Fifty men and women, white and 
black, combined against the United 
Railways Co. Friday morning and in re- 
quital for long delays in getting a car, 
refused to pay their fares. A policeman 
who boarded the car with the patriots 


was not requested to. interfere and re- 
mained neutral. 

At Garrison and Franklin avenues the 
members of the par*-- had waited for 
periods varying from 15 minutes to an 
hour for a westbound Hodiamont Car. 
Dozens of cars went east meanwhile. In 
the course of the hour that intervened 
between the passing of westbound cars 
the ‘‘waiting list’’ at the corner grew 
to half a hundred. 

In the number were negro washer- 
women, housemen, coachmen, ‘servants 
and laborers, mingling with white work- 
men, business men, pretty gtiris and el- 
derly seamstresses. All were bound to 
the West End. 

When one of the expectant crowd fin- 
ally descried a car coming in their di- 
rection a negro suggested that they 
stand together in a refusal to pay any 
fare. The differences of color ang sta- 
tien were temporarily forgotten and a 
hearty and unanimous vote approved 
the plan. ; 

All boarded the car. The conductor 
started on his rounds. The first man 
from whom he demanded a nickel de- 
clined to pay. He said he had been 
put to more than a nickel’s worth of 
trouble by the delay. The other mem- 
bers of the patriotic band supported 
their brother. 

The conductor went industriously 
about his task of trying to gather coins, 
but he got nothing for his pains. One 
by one the recalcitrant passengers de- 
barked without molestation from the 
conductor. They felt that withholding 
their money from the big corporation 
had made the policy of running too 
few vars one of daubtful economy,

condemnation of property introduced by 
them some weeks ago, has success- 
fully passed the Senate and now goes 
to the Governor for signature.

“This law will make it possible for 
King’s highway to be completed within 
the next two vears, Under the old law 
completion of the ,highway might have 
been delayed for five or ten years."

CHICAGO, March 1—The Western 
railroads have determined to fight in 
the courts all State laws making two 
cents a mile the maximum passenger 
rate. Attorneys of several of the larg- 
est roads held a conference here yes- 


terday with a view to having all roads 
pursue the same policy as to litigation 
over the 2-cent-a-mile rate. 

The plan now generally favored is to 
ask the courts to restrain the enforce- 
ment of the law on the ground that a 
rate of two cents a mile would cause

JEFFERSON CITY,.March 1.—Debate 
on Gov. Folk's anti-lobby bill was re- 
Bumed when the Senate reassembled at 
10 a. m. today. - The bill has been so 
thoroughly amended that even if it 
whould be passed by the Senate Gov. 
Folk will hardly recognize it in its 
present battered ferm. Senator Ely, a 
friend of the administration, said near 
the close of the discussion on the bill 
yesterday afternoon, that the death of 
the bill by amendments was due to a 
combination of Democratic and Repub- 
lican Senators. 

At the same time the fact was notice- 


able that some of the administration's 
own supporters, among them Senators 
McDavid of Greene, Dowell of Lewis 
and Humphfey of Shelby, led the fight 
on the bill as it came from the House 
of Representatives. The original pur- 
pose of the administration, in its ev- 
pressed desire to banish the lobby from 
the Capital, was to make lobbying a 
misdemeanor punishable by fine or im- 
prisonment. Afterward the Governor 
retreated from this position and con- 
sented to amendments in the House 
whereby al! persons interested in legis- 
lation or representing any person, cor- 
poration or individual at. Jefferson City 
during the sessions of the General As- 
sembly should be compelled to take out 
a license at the Secretary of State's 


office.
